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eus survey investigates 
high costs of education 

The Canadian Union of Students has announced the inauguration of its 
Survey and Student Means which is to be conducted in all the major Canadian 
universities.' The aim of the survey is to find up-to-date information on the finan* 
cial situation of students and on ihe rising costs of higher education.

Debaters hatk from prison 



McGill University's dcbalinc duo of 
Robert Sinecr and Daniel Lowe returned 
yesterday after debating a team of prison- 
ers at Norfolk Penitentiary. 

Lowe and Sinecr were members of last 
year's Eastern Canada Championship 
Team. Lowe, B.A. 3 Honours Political 
^ Science and Anthropology, is Chairman of 
Public Events at McGill, a member of the 
Senior extemporaneous debating team and 
a finalist in the Rcford Cup Contest. 
Singer, B.Sc. MDCM 3, is Chairinati of 
Public Speaking, past Chairman of the 
High School Debating Tournament, and 
has placed first and second in the Senior 
Debating trials. 

McGill's celebrated representatives up- 
held the Resolution that Communist China 
should be admitted to membership in the 
United Nations. Messrs. Singer and Lowe 
used statistics, logic, and oratory before a 
captive audience of inmates. Singer, the 
first McGill speaker, reasoned that legally, 
effective authority over national territory 
Is a sufficient criterion for admission of 
the People's Republic of China as the 
rightfully constituted representative of 
' China in llie Security Council and General 
Assembly according to international law, 
diplomacy and custom. 

The first negative speaker welcomed 
the McGill debaters to Norfolk, and said 
that Red China is an aggressor and should 
not be seated, to which Lowe replied that 
according to the Conlon Report and the 
Secretariat Memorandum on the Legal 
Aspects for the Admission of a Member 
State, the negative argument was un- 
tenable. Debater Lowe then illuminated 
. upon the subtleties of recognition of u 
nation vs. representation of that nation in 
the United Nations. The second Norfolk 
debater proposed that Communist China 
^should be effectively isolated by all na- 



tions, including Canada, in spite of na- 
tional interests. 

In summation. Singer quoted John W. 
Holmes, the President of the Canadian In- 
stitute of International Affairs. Singer and 
Lowe concluded that the only realistic 
policy in this dangerous period in the life 
of humanity must be the effort, however 
difficult, to build understanding between 
peoples In spite of divergent philosophies 
and social orders. 

The judges awarded the debate to Nor- 
folk ljy seven points, tea and cookies 
were served, and both McGill dcbatèrs en- 
joyed their flight. 



Tlie results of the survey will be 
presented to the Bladen Commission on 
tlie Financing of Higher Education. 
The Commission, headed by Dean Vincent 
Bladen of the University of Toronto, has 
been set up by the Canadian Universities 
Foundation, a national association of uni- 
versity administrators. 

It is believed that the Commission in- 
tends to advocate higher student fees to 
cover rising, costs.. . V 

Bob Payette has been appointed director 
of the survby at McGill and is recruiting 
a staff of assistants to help administer the 
project. A meeting for interested students 
will be held today at 1 pm in the Club 
Room. Volunteers will, in the main, super- 
vise the filling out of questionnaires, when 
the survey is conducted next month. 

Over one thousand McGill students, 
chosen as a random ten per cent of the 
university enrollment, will fill out anony- 
mous survey forms.' Only undergraduates 
are to be polled. They will answer twenty- 
minute questionnaires at the Union from 
February 10 tO 18 inclusive. 

Both the Students' Executive Committee 
and the university administration have 
given their support to the CUS Means 
Survey, Tlie Registrar, Colin McDougall, 
has helped the organizers of the project 
by supplying them with a complete break- 
down of registration figures. 

CUS has adopted a "freeze the fees" 
policy, asking all universities to keep their 
fees at the present level pending the Bla- 
den Commission report. The University of 
Manitoba has already refused to comply 
witli the request, recently raising its fees 
by a considerable amount.

The Last Stand will definitely be run- 
ning all week for the residents from 9:30 
to 10:30 each evening.

People's attitudes changed 
by technological revolution

"There is a technological revolution taking place which Is 
changing tho attitudes of people throughout the world." 

So sold Ray' Murphy, national secretary of the YCL, In a 
speech lost Friday which opened the 1965 YCL campaign for 
Model Parliament. 



Murphy then proceeded to ex- 
plain the effects of these cli.nn- 
ges on the Canadian society. 
"Canadians", he said, "arc gra- 
dually rcalizinj; that clianscs 
must be made if Canada is to 
ready itself for the economic 
developments of the next few 
years". 

The most important area for 
charge is in the field of employ- 
ment. Murphy referred to the 
Deutsch Report which calls for 
the creation of 1,500,000 new 
jobs by 1970. At present nothing 
is being done to create new jobs 
for the people being replaced 
by automation. Murphy outlined 
the Communist Party program 
to combat this threat to national 
employment 

Canada, according to Murphy, 
must repatriate foreign industry. 
This would be accomplished by^ 
cither buying back industries for 
their original investment, or by 
outright expropriation. Canada 
must also develop its northern 
regions in an effort to spread 
economic development through- 
out the nation. 

Another social iU which must 
be cured b in the field of edu- 
cation. The chance for a college 
education must be available to 
all and not Just those who can 



afford it. The Communist Party 
is in favour of free education as 
plirt of its program for increased 
social welfare.

SNCC, which denotes the 
Student Non-Violent Oo-ordina- 
ting Committee, is a student 
group working for civil rights in 
the Southern United States. 

The well-publicized Mississippi 
Summer Project has been one of 
SNCC's major activities. The 
project involved efforts at in- 
creased voter registration, and 
the establishment of Freedom 
Schools and Community Centres. 
The Freedom Schools, staffed by 
volunteers, primarily students, 
serve to supplement the in- 
adequate education facilities of 
the South, and the Community 



Centres provide services such as 
social workers, libraries, hygiene 
and adult literacy classes, which 
are unavailable to Negroes in 
the South. Owing to the success 
of the Mississippi Summer Pro- 
ject, a year-round project was 
started under the name of Mis- 
sissippi Freedom Project. 

Headed by John Lewis in At- 
lanta, Georgia, SNCC has worked 
together with other civil rights 
groups such as CORE and 
NAACP as well as with the Ame- 
rican Civil Liberties Union, 
which has provided legal pro- 
tection. SNCC has also been ac- 
tive on the political level. 



Along with these functions, 
each party will hold other meet- 
ings, distribute campaign litera- 
ture, and conduct personal cam- 
paigning. The results of their ef- 
forts will be determined on elec- 
tion day, February 3. 

The percentage of the total vote 
won by each party will , decide 
its- representation, in the sbcty- 
seat Model Parliament which will 
sit February 9 through 11. 

PCs launch campaign 
with Heber Smith folk 

The Progressive Conservative 
Club today presents their Icey- 
note speaker for Model Parlia- 
ment — Heber Smith, Member 
of Parliament for Simeoe North, 
who will speak on the Balccr- 
Diefenbakcr rift.

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Sir Winston Churchill 

There is little to sqy of him that remains 
unsaid, and perhaps no epitaph could do jus- 
tice to the dimensions of the subject. The 
attempt was mode often enough-when he 
retired from the House of Commons and on 
his last birthday, to name only the most re- 
cent occasions. Not surprisingly, few of the 
tributes approached the eloquence that the 
world associated with Winston Churchill 
himself. ' . • 

We cannot, at this time, place him in 
historical perspective. Nor con we remem- 
ber, as individuals, the "fateful hour" when, 
as he himself put it, "the flag of Freedom 
was the Union Jack." But we can measure, 
if not with precision, the dimensions of the 
man. 

He was not typical of our time, or of any 
other. An archindividualist, he lived in an 
'era that believed in impersonal social forces, 
faceless masses, anonymous bureaucrats. 
His life affirmed his own belief that indivi- 



duals could shape history. Certainly it is hard 
to imagine our century without him, or vice- 
verso. He participated in or was associated 
with to many of its great events, was the 
last British Prime Minister to ride in a caval- 
ry charge and the first to wield the nuclear 
weapon. He knew most of the major figures 
of the era: Roosevelt, Stalin, Lloyd George, 
Nehru, Mackenzie King, ^Clemenceau, Geor- 
ge Marshall and the K^'ser Wilhetm 11, to 
name only some who predeceased him. He 
could be quoted, and was, on every topic 
from regionalism to the Oder-Neisse line, 
and from oil painting to naval strategy. 

It was his leadership from 1 940 to 1 945 
that mode him a legend, and morè than a 
legend. General de Gaulle, in his ttiemoirs, 
credits him with a certain grim satisfaction 
that he could now (after France surrendered) 
have the opportunity of winning the war by 
himself. Be that as it may, history has sel- 
dom better matched the man and the occa- 
sion. "Providing the roar", as he termed the 
great speeches of that fateful half-decado. 



was only d part of his function. The reader 
of his six-volume war history, and particu- 
larly of the minutçs and memoranda appen- 
ded to the volumes; is amazed by his grasp 
of even the smallest details of the war effort, 
a grasp which did not prevent him from 
seeing in perspective thé grand strategy of 
a global conflict. 

"In War: Resolution; In Defeat: Defiance; 
In Victory: Magnanimity; In Pecicet Good 
Will." This famous credo, which haj^termed 
the "morar',of.h|s^narrative of the war years, 
perhaps cbme^clô'sést to capturing, the essen- 
ce of the man. The devotion and energy he 
applied to his task, the eloquence with which 
he inspired the British nation in its hour of 
peril, were matched by his willingness to 
welcome the defeated enemy into the com- 
munity of nations. He hod been called, 
when the occasion demanded, to preserve 
civilization itself from institutionalized sava- 
gery. The battle won, he was too great a 
man to remain obsessed by the issues of 
, the past. He saw the future too clearly. 

He will not be forgotten while men va- 
lue courage, integrity— and a sense of hu- 
mor. He was hated— for preferring his cons- 
cience to popularity— before he became a 
hero to millions. He endured disappoint- 
ments—not the least his crushing electoral 
defeat in the hour of triumph. He could 
lough in the darkest hour, and make others 
laugh with him. 

The British Empire did not last a thousand 
years, but the government of men in free- 
dom may do so, thanks to his efforts. He 
would have wanted to be honored, not only 
in epitaphs, but by others as devoted as he 
to the struggle to maintain it. They will be 
needed in every generation. 



NEWSfjFROM PEN: 
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Police Brutality, Syndicalism 



"Iho members of ttie University branch of 
llie Montreal Société Saint-Jean-Baptisie 
(SSJB) have decided io leave the national 
organixation." In a letter published in LE 
QUARTIER LATIN, the university branch ae> 
cuses the SSJB of not having kept its promhs 
to secularize itself and having failed to as- 
sume a dynamic political position. LE QUAR- 
TIER LATIN comments: "The dissolution of the 
University branch of the SSJB presents in a 
concrete and explosive way the confessional 
problem of our national society." 

"It is of little importance for Mr. Paul- 
Emile Roberti, the presidents of diocesan- 
sections-that-meet-ln-churches and manufac- 
turers of allegorical floats, that thousands of 
French-speaking ^Jews, thousands of un- 
believing neo-Canbdians and thousands of 
agnostic nationalists do not participate in 
Quebec life." 

• • • 

Some may recall the strong protests of 
students about the behaviour of police du- 
ring the demonstrations against the Queen's 
visit In Quebec city last fall The day of her 
remembered as "Bludgeon 

SolUrday." 

At Its founding congress, the Union Gêné- 
rale des Etudiants du Québec (UGEQ) asked 
for on enquiry into the events surrounding 
the Queen's visit and specified that If the 
provincial government foiled to make an 
enquiry UGEQ would undertake one Itself. 
UGEQ Informed the government of its reso- 
lution but "Prime Minister- Lesage answered 
evasively that he would keep In mind the 
representations of the student syndical move- 
ment. Faced with this polite refusal... the 
movement studied the possibility of Institu- 
ting an- enquiry Itself but come to the con- 
clusion that It is materially and financially 
Incapable to do it."

The January edition of 
ROOTS is out and it brings up 
an interesting question. Does 
the use of half-truths, fuzzy- 
thinking, and slanted quotations 
constitute abuse of freedom of 
the press? We have no quarrel 
with the YCLV right to disse- 
minate their, ideology (which 
ROOTS. Joes not do), in spite 
of their president's recent sta- 
tement that he is more loyal to 
the communist parly than to 
the present Liberal parly, i.e. 
the government of Canada. Wo 
do protest the deliberate 
ittcmpla to mislead the reader 
and, hence, misuse this free- 
dom. 

The January issue leems to 
be relatively refined. It does 
not tlalc, as a previous has, 
that the U.S. has burned 4000 
South Viets alive. It does, ho- 
wever, canry the report that 
Belgian soldiers have been Jcil- 
ling Congolese citizens with no 
provocation at all. A côrrected . 
report.'^j^whlch appeared later, 
stating that the killers were not 
Belgians but men wearing Bel- 
gian army uniforms was igno- 
red . completely. The opening 
of thelpaperihas two quotations 
designed td'dlscrcdit the people 
who think the Russians have 
huge troop masses in Europe, 
and thus to show that Canada's 
defence spending Is ridiculous. 
Nowhere is there a word to 
•how that all along the Euro- 
pean line NATO forces are out- 
numbered two, three, and four 
to one by the Russians. 

These are two typical balf- 
trutbs that can be found in any 



of the Issues. However,' the 
thing that especially bothers us 
is the general way that it Is 
written. For a communist news- 
paper the word "communism" 
is conspicuously absent, used 
only once in this eight page 
issue ("Communist Manifesto"). 
The less provoking (that is, less 
likely to cause dangerous thin- 
king) "socialism" is subslilu- 
ted. For Instance, there is a 
part in this paper that is writ- 
ten in a vein that shows that 
the government's sale of wheat 
to socialisf countries whose har- 
vests had failed was only to 
gain the farmer's vole. China 
and Russia are socialist coun- 
tries? 

The fuzzy-thinking -of the 
editorials, all of which are de- 
signed to tear down our sys- 
tem rather than build up com- 
munism, is well Illustrated In 
thes article by David Dent in this 
Issue entitled: "The Only Way 
Left." He states that capitalism 
is dying. One of the symptoms 
. is that we are being forced to 
twcome consumer oriented. He 
fails to mention that all these 
consumer goods have to be pro- 
duced, so it is as valid to say 
that we are producer oriented. 

Another reason that we are 
dying Is that "socialism" (hia 
word) is on the march all over 
the world. Hitler said the same 
thing. Neither mentions that 
the nazis and communists were : 
and are able to . gain ground 
because our leaders are elec- 
ted by the peoplej.'wbodo not 
want war,:The commiunists can 
push because the one in twe- 
nty of their people allowad to 
run for government are dedica- 
ted'to world control. The people 
only vote for who is to lead 
the attack. (When we go to war 
It is because the majority of the 
people want to.)

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Sub- Amendments to the Proposed Constitution 



Three alternate. proposals— or sub-amend- 
ments— to the proposed new constitution-, 
have been submitted for consideration at the 
Open meetings next Monday and Tuesday, 
February 1 and 2. They are: 

1) To make Article IV (Officers); 2; d and 
Article IX (Executive Committee of the Stu- 
dents' Council); 2; d read: "The President of 
the Women's Union." This sub-amendment 
was proposed by Sue Bohm. If would moke 
the President of the Women's Union an offi- 
cer of the Students' Society (the proposed 
constitution includes a President, a Vice-Pre- 
sident (Internal Affairs), a Vice-President 
(External Affairs); a Secretary and a Comp- 
troller and a member of the Executive Com- 



mittee of the Students' Council (composed 
of the President, two Vice-Presidents, Finan- 
ce Director and Daily editor in the proposed 
constitution). 

2) to add the Inter-Residence Council of 
McGill University to Article V (Committees), 
section I (Regular Committees). This was pro- 
posed by Louis Strasberg. It woiild add the 
Inter-Residence Council to the five regular 
committees listed in the proposed constitu- 
tion: All school and faculty societies the ma- 
jority of whose members are candidates for 
their first university degree; all other school 
and facuhy societies; the Women's Union; 
the Students' Athletics Council; and the Wo- 
men's Athletic Association. 



3) to amend article VIII (Students' Coun- 
cil); 2; f to read: "Three representatives from 
the students in the faculty of Arts and Scien- 
ce, at least one of whom is pursuing a B. Sc. 
degree and one of whom is pursuing a B. A. 
degree. This was proposed by Mary-Jo Hall, 
Calvin Kulmon, David Weiser, Werner Ze- 
hetner, Eddie Rothman, Martin Edelstein, and 
Howard Mayers. The present provision does 
not specify which degree any of the candi- 
dates must be pursuing. 

These sub-amendments v/ill be discussed 
along with the rest of the proposed consti- 
tution at the open Students' Society meetings 
February 1 and 2, from which a single final 
proposed constitution will be submitted to 
student vote in the referendum February 3.

Those who saw Eddie Asselin 
last week can perhaps offer 
another account of the signifi- 
cance of that meeting. The 'Mc-

We were also disturbed by 
the fact that many in the au- 
dience and, I regret to say, on 
the platform as well, appeared 
to be enjoying Mr. Asselin's 
brand of humour. In spite of all 
the laughing, there was little 
that could defined as amusing. 



Most of us were pleased with 
the stand of the campus Libe- 
rals on November 14, 1063, 
when in the McGill Daily, they 
demanded Asselin's resigna- 
tion. We would not like to be- 
lieve that this latest action is 
an indication of indifference, 
or worse, compliance. Perhaps 
in the face ol the multitude of 
corruption charges being level- 
led at 'the party at this time, 
this attitude may be becoming a 
precedent. 

Bringing Asselin to McGill 
was a mistake but it may serve 
for some of us as an indica- 
tion of a view that politics, 
being at present corrupt, must 
always remain so.

McGHI against the Establishment 

The sixteenth annual Students' Conference on United Stales Affairs took place at West 

Point from December 2 to 5, 1964. The delegates represented a large cross-section of American 
universities, with representatives as well from four Canadian universities, including McGill. 



The purpose of the Con- 
ference, broadly speal<ing, Is 
to analyze and formulate 
United Stalesiv policy towards 
the developing areas. For 
this purpose, plenary sessions 
In the form of lectures and 
panel discussions by Esta- 
blishment personalities, and 
conference sessions, grouping 
from fifteen to twenty dele- 
gates each, under the guid- 
ance of academic and Stale 
Department personnel, are 
provided.' 

The quality of the plenary 
sessions varies from the 
banal, in the form of long- 
winded dissertations by State 
Department nonentities, to 
fairly lively discussions of po- 
licy approaches by differing. 



schools within the Establish- 
ment. At no time, however, 
are serious challenges to the 
bases of American foreign 
policy entertained (e.g. a po- 
sitive statement of the case 
for neutralism, Marxism, Pan- 
Americanism), for the orient- 
ation throughout is on what 
we, "the good guys", faced 
with multitudinous decisions, 
should be doing. 

The conferences do provide 
good vehicles for discussion, 
and depending on the quality 
of the delegates and the mi- 
litancy of their views, can re- 
sult in fairly acute discussion 
of the myths and facts of 
American foreign policy.

It isTofteniUsed, quite rightly, to put the speaker on 
the spot since -inany of the views presented have not been 
properly thought out or written for the consumption of an' 
underrated general public. 

Freedom of speech should not be taken for granted but 
should be considered in the context of a world where there 
is so much lack of it. It should be remembered that oiu 
society, considered by some to be hypocritical and sick, does 
make progress with the aid of new ideas and is healthier than 
practie«dly„tiny other ia.the.world. New views must, however, 
be transmitted to govèramenS'^It they turn out to be naive 
and impractical, they have at least been valuable in making 
individuals more aware of alternatives to the present way. 
Our system is most fruitful If both the radical and the 
prevalent views come into contact. The coming campaign is 
well suited for such contact.

gates themselves, both in re- 
lation to their understanding 
of the specific geograpiiical 
areas under consideration 
(I.e. Africa, Middle East, 
South Asia, Southeast Asia, 
Latin America), and Jn the 
cross-fertilization of v^iews 
which comes from vigorous, 
and hopefully intelligent, con- 
troversy. 

Still, the effort is made at 
all times to Iceep tiio lid on, 
through the active role played 
by academic and Slate De- 
partment personnel leading 
the discussions, through the 
presence of substantial num- 
bers of West Pointers (botii 
cadets and senior officers), 
through tiie repeated empha- 
sis on practical, as opposed 
to tlieoretical (and therefore 
basic), matters. 

This is not to imply that 
the whole Conference is sim- 
ply a tool of the State De- 
partment aiming to mold stu- 
dent opinion (though at times 
one does get the impression). 
There is scope for controversy, 
botii at the sessions, and in- 
formally, throughout the foiir 
days duration. 

The real criticism to be 
mode is that the orthodoxy is 
so overwhelmingly represent- 
ed that, by implication, con- 
troversy is reduced, save in 
exceptional clrcunistohces, to 
a marginal factor. The role of 
the Canadian delegates, 
therefore, is especially im- 
poriant in combatting this 
false complacency, and in en- 
suring .vtgoroui. stale'rnent of 
a nbn^Establlshment view, 
even within the limits pre- 
scribed by the Conference. As 
a delegate from Smith Col- 
lege remarked on the closing 
day, "We (the dissident mi- 
nority) hod to be here to 
make sure they didn't get 
awoy, unchallenged, with 
blue murder." This was the 
role the McGill delegates 
played at West Point, a role 
which might well be pursued 
by our delegates In future 
years.

Psych club se^ finily 
as Epstein explains It

. Dr. N.D. Epstein, Psychlalrist-ln-Ciilef of liie Jewish General 
Hospital and Assislant-Prbfetsor of Psychiatry at McGill, addres- 
sed the Piychology Club on 'The Family" Friday. The Psychology 
Club of Cartelon University (Ottawa) were the guests of their 
McGill counterpart. - 



Epstein stated that^until about 
a decade ago "little ^meahingful 
research" had been done concern- 
ing the family and that it had 
been "taken for granted", by psy- 
chiatrists. The importance of the 
family was hot fully realized un- 
til it was noticed that as soon as 
the child was beginning to re- 
spond to therapy, the parents 
would take him out for one rea- 
son or another. 

In 1055 Epstein and Professor 
W.A. Wcstley began to ^o re- 
search on the "nuclear family" 
which consists of the two parents 
and the children. The past func- 
tions performed by the "nuclear 
family" such as the economic, 
sexual, educational, and repro- 
ductive are no longer the exclu- 
sive monopoly. of the family. At- 
tempts to break up the "nuclear 
family" have been > tried without 
'any success in Russia, Red China, 



and Israel. Then why does the 
family survive 7 

In the treatment of an individu- 
al member of the family, the 
whole family must bo taken into 
consideration because usually the 
illness of the individual has been 
incorporated into the family sys- 
tem. This is called Conjoint Fam- 
ily Therapy. If this is not done, 
one of the other members will 
usually fail ill, so tiiat the family 
may return to its previous state.
